Major Check Yee of the Chinatown Salva- 
tion Army Said that a January 14 Six-hour 
telethon broadcast Gn fwo local Chinese-lan- 
guage priograms on channels 66 and 6 
(Viacom Cable) garmnered more than 4;000 
phone calls :from viewers， Yee Said the 
15;000 donors represent all segments of the 
Chinese community, proving that they were 
ableto setaside poiitical differences to work 
toward a humanitarian goal. 

“The majority of the donations has come 
from school children, the elderly and refu- 
gees,” Said Yee. 

“Even though they may not have much 
themselves, refugees donated because they 
know whatitisliketobehomelessandtolose 
everything. What is even more tragic is that 
theylosttheirseedsforthespringplanting 一 
theyhavelosttheirentirelivelihood.”Nearly 


half a milllion homes were leveled by the 
quake and the 1,000 aftershocks that have 
oOCccurred Since in this isolated rural Part of 
Southwest China. 

Since November，twenty-two local Chi- 
nese language newspapers，television and 
Iadio broadcasters have joined to publicize 
the rellief efforts throughout the Bay Area. 

The moneyraised will be spentto purchase 
woolen blankets, rice, medical Supplies and 
towards the building a clinlc and a recrea- 
tional facillity at a School in the quake Tegion. 
Yee Said thatthepossibllity ofusing some ol 
the funds to build new homes will also bc 
explored.

Yee has discussed with PRC Consul Gen- 
eral Zheng Wang the sending of a delcgation 
of Six to Visit the disaster area shorty aftcr 
Easter， Yee estimates that the total amounl 
Iaised will reach $320,000 by Easter，far 
exceeding the original goal of S300,000.

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ASsian Amerlicans Underutilized 
In Improving Business with Asia

SAN FRANCISCO - Witnesses at a US 
Senatehearing heldin San Franciscorecently 
testified that the involvement of Asian 
Americans could significantly Improve US 
efforts to do business with Pacific_ Rim 
nations.Someoftheparticipants alsoblamed 
UsS business and govermment for America's 
failure to compete Successfully againstJapan 
in the Asian market 

Participants in the field hearing held Feb. 
16,， met to discuss trade relatons，human 
Tights，military deployment and the 
promotion of more democratic institutions im 
Asian nations. They included SF Deputy 
Mayor James Ho，Lt，Governor Leo 
McCarthy, andDavid Lam, vice president of 
Link Technology. 

SF Deputy Mayor for business and 
economic development, James Ho criticlized 
the lack of federal Support for business 
attempting to trade in Asia. 

“The basic _ orientation of this nation is 
inward,”Ho said. 

McCarthy，a_ member of the Califomia 
World Trade Commission，stated “The 
Stunning growth of the Asian Pacific 
community here couldbe amajorcatalystfor 
Us. 

"Ifwe'Tesmarb we'llrecognizethis asset.” 
McCarthy also noted the discrepancy 
between US and Japanese _ training of 
business _ executives，“There are 10,000 
English speaking Japanese businesSs 
executives in the US who speak and read 
English,” McCarthy said. Only 200 
American business executives in Japan are 
fluent and literate in Japanese. 


Mineta Endorses Hate Criimes Bill 
WASHINGTON, D.C. - Congressman Norm Mineta (D-Calif) 


The hearing was conducted by Senator 
Alan Cranston (D-Calif.)，chair of the US 
Senate Foreign Relations Subcommittee on 
East Asian and Pacific Affairs; another 
hearing on Pacific Rim trade relations called 
by Cranston took placeinLos Angelesonthe 
Same day， 

In apress conference prior to the hearings， 
Cranston outlined a four pointprogram on 
how the US can maintain its status as an 
economic power in the Pacific Rim arena. 

In keeping with the lack of US training in 
Asian foreign languages Teferred to by 
MecCarthy，education was Cranston's first 
point of criticism,“We Should stop blaming 
others for ouUr shortcomings. JInstead，we 
should do Something to help ourselves，” 
Cranston Said. 

Cranston'S_ Second point was on the 
diplomatic front，He called for an“Annual 
SummitForum” with political leaders of key 
Asian nations，. 

再 igh ranking Asian Americans in the US 
government could assist in future 
negotiations with Asian nations，but， 
according to David Lam “There are very few 
[Asian Americans] in government and we'Te 
missing an Opportunity in a century when 
Asia will become a major part of the world 
economy.” 

On the issue of “unfair trade practices,” 
Cranston urged PresidentBush to“work with 
Congress to ensure Swift and certain sector- 
Specific Tetaliation” when foreign trading 
partners fail to honor obligations for 
Teciprocal treatment of US goods and 
Services. 

National security in the Pacific Rim was 
Cranston'S final point of discussion. He 


this week endorsed the Hate Crimes Statistics BH. On Feb. 22, the 
bill was reintroduced to Congress by Rep.John Conyers (D-Mich.) 
andSen.PaulSimon (D-I.). The Hate Crimes Statistics Bill sets up 
a Systeln whereby hate crimes are added to the standard federal 
crime data collected. The bill has already passed in the House. 

Mineta said that on an almost daily basis he is made aware of a 
"different tragedy. . .whbich is motivated by the hatred of one 
American for another... Weare anation founded on freedom and 
the concept of equal rights for all. Our greatness comes from OUT 
diversity and the blood and sweat ofimmigrants from every corner 
ofthe globe. When one ofour citizens terrorizes anotherbecause of 
differences of race, religion, Sexual preference, or culture, the very 
coreofourprinciplesis threatened.…" Passage ofthe Hate Crimes Bill 
would systematize the record keeping of hate crime statistics by 
incorporating them into the standard federal crime data bank 
maintained by the governmenL The availability of statistical 
records would in turn, assist legislators and other interested groups 
in arguing for legislation to protect victims of hate crimes，

Lorraine Lowe，one of the conference 
participants and program manager at Asian 
Neighborhood Design，noted that“Some 
newcomer groups don'teven have a concept 
of what discrimination means， There aren'ft 
enough materials in enough languages to 
educate people about discrimination in 
housing.” 

Director Gillespie intends to change that 
Situation，“I think we?d have more 
[complaints]itAsian American communities 
understood the law better. Most of our fair 
housing posters are in many languages: 
Spanish, Chinese, Japanese, Korean. I hope 
tohave theseposters in as many languages as 
is humanly possible.” Gillespie is also 
committed to communicating the benefits of 
the new Fair Housing Amendments Act 
Scheduled to go into effect March 12 of this 
year. 

The new Fair Housing Amendments Act 
establishes an administrative enforcement 
Imechanism，Pprovides stiffter penalities and 
expands its coOverage of protected groups to 
include handicapped persons and families 
With children. It modifies and clarifties the 
definition of discriminatory housing 
Practices to include “acts of interfering， 
Coercing，threatening or intimidating a 
Person in the exercise or enjoyment”of the 


Tights protected by the Fair Housing Law.It ， 


provides HUD with the ability to initiate 
complaints and gives the agency new 
enforcement authority for handling 
Complaints. 

Further，victims of discrimination who 
pursue their complaints Successfully in court 
may be represented by an attorney from the 
US Department of Justice and may also get 
Ieliefin the form ofapermanentortemporary 
injunction， restraining order，monetary 
damages and civil penalties or other relief， 
including accesstothehousingin question or 
housing comparable to what was denied the 
Tenter. 

Essentially, the modifications “give teeth” 
to the earlier legislation. Punitive damages 
againstalandlord accused of discrimination， 
for example, can range from $10,000 forthe 
first offense，up to $50,000 for multiple 
offenses. 

Inaddition to the modifications ofthe new 
Fair Housing Law, HUD has established the 
Fair Housing Initiatives Program (FHIP) to 
asSist state and local government agencies， 
public and private non-profit organizations， 
and other public or private entities involved 
in fair housing programs. 

HUD has designated approximately 9$5 
millionduringthefiscalyear1989tofundfair 
housing education .and outreach programs; 
and to assist private non-profit groups in 
formulating fair:ihousing education and 


enforcement programs. 

Funds will also be available Specifically to 
State and local govermment agencies in 1990 
for what HUD calls “administrative 
enforcement” 

Administrative enforcement includes 
developing programs aboutfairhousing laws 
and regulations, Implementing fair housing 
testing “ programs， and conducting 
investigations of systemic discrimination for 
referral to HUD and the US Department of 
Justice. 

The FHIP program offers the means for 
community g0oups toO establish their Own 
outreach efforts， Another conference 
participant Tery Bautista, Interim director 
of Filipinos for Affirmative Action/Filipino 
Immigrant Services, is hopeful about what 
the FHIP offers.…“We're a general assistance 
agency and we haven't accumulated much 
information on housing discrimination，but 
We do provide the services and hold the 
perspective that people need to be protected 
in the housing market. We really do have to 
reach as many Asian communities as 
Dossible.” 

Lowe of Asian Neighborhood Design 
concurs，“By having the educational 
materials and outreach program，by 
establishing arelationship oftrustatthe grass 
Ioots level. I strongly believe we can reach 
the people who mieedito be reached.”

Underreported stories of 1988: 
(#2) The Rise of Tom Hsieh 


Supervisor Tom HSsieh has been making 
Mostoftheright moves lately, which mustbe 
frustrating to his enemies in the Chinese 
American community，who predicted when 
he was appointed by Dianne Feinstein to the 
board that he would fall flat on his face. 

I Say“mosb”because he made a real 
blunder recently when he complained that 
the Supervisors need free parking privileges. 
Hsieh took the position that time is money， 
andifsupervisors are Spending hours looking 
for parking places，then this Tepresents 3 
hidden costto the city. But Hsieh came off in 
thepress as arrogantand outoftouch with the 
average citizen，who must cope with 
increased housing and parkings costs and 
continual cutbacks in the Muni. Luckily for 
Hsieh, thepublic will forgetthis issue by the 
time he comes up for reelection. 

If he plays his cards right and close to the 
vest，Hsieh could inherit the Dro-business 
mante that the San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce and the business communilty is 
Seeking desperately to place on Some elected 
official in San Franclisco，now that John 
Molinari quit the SF Board of Supervisors 
and Feinstein 1S Seeking to Succeed 
Deukmejian as g&Overnor， 

In my opinion Mayor Ait Agnos is too 
principled to abandon most of the planks he 
outlined in his campaign for mayor 一 
including the explosive issue of vacancy 
control 一 So the business community will 
beat the bushes for a Strong Pro-business 
candidate to contest Agnos reelection try， 
TheymayturmtoTom Hsieh,thinkingthathe 
could deny Agnos one minority block 一 the 
Chinese Americans 一 and draw strong 
Support from big labor and big businesS. 

Alook at the current board of Supervisors 
shows that there are few other candidates to 
buck Agnos.Britt Hongisto, Ward,Kennedy 
and Walker are all too liberal for a labor- 
business coalition. Alioto and Hallinan are 
toonew.NelderistooflakyandGonzaleztoo 
weak. Maher is the strongest personality on 
the board, but I don't think he is trusted by 
either conservatives Or liberals。 He was 
elected as 3 champion of 1liberal and 
progressive causes, but now he often fronts 
for big labor and big business against 
minority interests.Idon'tthink peopleknow 
where he stands. 

City Attorney Louise Renne could make a 
strong candidate, but she is not far enough 
from Agnos on most issues, and her stard 
against discrimination by the Olympic Club 
would hurt her in the city s boardrooms and 
back rooms， 

Hsieh tor Mayor2? Stranger things have 
happeneu and Hsieh's ability to put together 
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a Strong coalition Shouldn't be 
underestimated.， His fundraising reach js 
Vvoracious, and, like S.B. Woo,he sought out 
contributioms from Chinese Americans all 
Over the country when he ran for the board 
last year.。 He could easily raise over $1 
million ift he ran for mayor. 

One of the surprises to me，when I 
examined the Support Hsieh has Teceived 
during the last few years from the Chinese 
American community，is how many 
conservativeshave lended Hsieh theirnames 
or given him money. People forget that Tom 
Hsieh was once an anathemato the majority 
of the conservatives in Chinatown, because 
he was a leader in bringing art and cultural 
exhibits from China to San Franclisco. When 
Cyril Magnin needed an ally for a new art 
show from China, he would call Tom Hsieh. 
Atatime when Chinese Six Companies and 
other COnservative groups would ostracize 
any Chinese in SF who was involved in any 
way with China，Hsieh was public and 
Prominent with his Support for bringing 
China's art and culture to SF. 

Hsieh has patched up his differences with 
many of the key Six Companies leaders, and 
he has been quick toTespond when business 
and _ community people complain about 
lssSues Such as the Slow Process of street 
Iepairs in Chinatown, the peddler problem， 
housing lssues, parking and other nuts and 
bolts issues， He has won many of the 
conservatives over, with the exception of the 
RosePak-ledfaction oftheChineseChamber 
of Commerce, which he could win overif he 
stood on his head and juggled bocci balls. 

Hsieh is originally from Shanghal, and to 


be blunt one of the worst Stereotypes in the 


Chinese American community is that all 
Shanghainese and crafty and arrogant Hsieh 
has to be cautious and not seem too'elitist， 
because lt will work right into the bands of 
those who wantto portray him as “atypical 
Shanghainese.”In_my conaversations with 
many Chinese，I have found the 
Shanghainese Stereotype_ more ingrained 


than any prejudice against blacks or gays. 


Hsieh ls smart ，3a go0od fundraliser and 
knows how to straddle a fence，when 
straddling a fence ls the mostpolitic thing to 
do. He has strong press backing from his 
buddy John Fang，the publisher of 4siam 


Week Unless he makes some terrible gaffe， 


Hsieh seems tohavealock on his nextbidfor 
Treelection and perhaps the presidency of the 
SFE Board of Supervisors.

Chin and his Wife-to-be had planned on hav- 
ing her move in with them after their mar- 
Tiage. Speaking in the Toishanese ofher girl- 
hood village,Mrs.Chin told Supporters about 
Vincenb “he was a g00d boy，he always 
greeted me whenever he came in the house 
and he would always tell me where he was 
going before he went out:”

Likemany womenin her genera- 
ton, Lily Chin came to the US in 
1949 as a war bride to her ex-GI 
Chinese American husband. After 
anoperation lefthersterile,sheand 
her husband adopted Vincent from 
an orphanage in China. 

The Chins lived the Chinese 
Version of the American Dream， 
Operating 3 family laundry busi- 
nesSsandpinning mostoftheir aspi- 
Iations on the future of their son， 

Unlike Ebens and Nitz，Mrs. 
Chin s crusade Was mot for re- 
Venge 一 it was for justice，Here 
Were two men who in just a few 
minutes time had snatched away 
therewards of herjlifetme of sacri- 
fice. When the discussions among 
Supporters got bogged down in 
legal red tape and defeatism, Lily 
Chin remained clear 一 her son'sS 
death mustbeavenged 一 “toexact 
just punishment in behalf of 
WIOngs Or Oppressions, from mo- 
tives free of malice, often from 3 
Sense of duty to both the wrongdoer and the 
WwWIOnged.” 

Even Ebens told the flmmakers that he 


was SUrprised that he did not have to go to 
Prison. He had fully expected to serve me 
for his“mistake.” In the film we see 3a coOn- 
fused Ebens who really didn't understand 
why he was let off So easily, 

Unfortunately his Tesponse to the 
enormous outpouring of Support for Ms. 
Chin wastoaccusehis detractors ofusinghim 
as 3a SCapegoat for anti-Asian violence，JIn- 
stead of looking beyond his individual ac- 
tions to the Social circumstances in which 
they took place, Ebens missed an invaluable 
lesson 一 one he can ill-afford to lignore. 

FEorMrs.Chin andthethousands ofAmeri- 
cans who SuPported her cause; the legal syS- 
tem failed them. Clearly the two men de- 
Servedto be incarceratedfortheiractions,but 
the prosecutors failed to do their jobs by fail- 
ing to interview Witnesses，and the judge 
refused to re-Sentence the two men after the 
public outcry, I don't know 站 there was 
enough evidence for a _ civil rights case. A 
Cincinnati jury in 1987 didn tthink so. 

And Lily Chin2 Disillusioned about the 
American justice System, She moved back to 
Guandong province from where she sent 
happy photographs of herself and friends to 
ChoyandTajima. “Atleast，she wrote them， 
“everyone ls the Same Iace here.… 

Lily Chin's life has had its many tragedies， 
but her story is not a traglic one because she 
foughtfor what she believed in. Herfiveyear 
Struggle inspired many of us to take alook at 
ourselvesandwhatweare willingtofightfor. 
JIn a sense, She has avenged her Son s death， 
because there are many more of us now will- 
ing to take np the fight for justice.

My curiosity and search for Qigong took 
another Step during a trip to China with a 
goup of friends in October 1988.

proliferate, depending on the kind of Qi that 
the doctor directs at them.

exposureto Qigong killed33to66Ppercentof 
cervical cancer :cells while a 60 minute 
expostre destroyed 25 percent of stomach 
cancer cells. atthe Navy General Hospital in 
Beijing,， where Dr. Feng is deputy director， 
2000 cancer _ patients were treated with ， 
Qigong.， Two-thirds of them claimed they 一 
felt decreased pain and improved appetite. 
My search for Qigong has taken me 
through _ various ， pathways and 工 _ami 
impressed but Still a bit skeptical; many 
questions remain unanswered.

Cranston had set the tone for the hearing 
earlier by Sharing his observation that Presi- 
dent Bush was making an important state- 
mentby going to Asia as his first foreign trip 
of his presidency. He went on to Say that 
“Sweeping changes”throughout the Pacific 
are providing tremendous challenges and 
Opportunities for the US. He called attention 
Japan?"s Surging economy which sustains 3 
foreign development assistance Program 
Second to none. Japan's trade surplus with 
the US is still hovering at $55 billion annu- 
ally. 

McCarthy reported on his recent trip to 
Asiaand saidthathe had not seen any change 
in US attitudes towards the Tegion in five 
years; despite many changes. He said people 
in Hong Kong were Saying that Americans 
needed to be more sensitive to the Special 
needs of their marketand thatthe US was not 
paying attention to what Asians wanted to 
buy. 


MecCarthy said thatthe Taiwan minister of 
economic affairs Said that with few excep- 
tions，Californians were nearly invisible 
when making deals in Taiwan. Indonesia， 
Which has a potential market of 178 maillion 
consumer, has not seen much US trade activ- 
ity. 

McCarthy and Levine agreed that Califor- 
nia*sAsianAmericanshaveplayedan impor- 
tant role in trade relations with the Pacific 
Rim countries.
